The fifty-sixth annual meeting of the above Society was held 
in Canton at the house of Messrs. Shewan & Co., on the 24th 
January, 1895.

The meeting was called to order, and the President, Dr. 


Keer, called on Dr. Henry to lead in prayer, after which the 


Chairman read the notice convening the meeting. 

The foliowing abstract of the Hospital report was presented 
and read by the Secretary :— 

ApstRAcT of ANNUAL REporr. 

The year just closed has been marked by the visitation in 
Southern China of the severest epidemic known for many years. 
In common with all business and missionary enterprizes, the 
hospital suffered in the attendance and receipts. 
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The excitement which prevailed at one time threatened 
seriously to interrupt work, but the dispensaries in the city were 
suspended for only a few days, while the work in the hospital 
went on as usual. 

The instruction of the medical class has given satisfactory 
results, there being ten graduates, four of whom were young 
women. 

Dr. Wan Tin Mo has continued his translating work, and 
the evangelists in charge of the religious work have been atten- 
tive to their duties.

Report OF MANAGING 


Your Committee beg leave to report that the work of the 
hospital has been conducted during the year without interrup- 
tion, but with diminished attendance for three or four months 
during the prevalence of the plague. e 


The hospital buildings are for the most part in good con- 
dition, but some repairs are needed ; and we recommend that a 
second story be put on the building in which rooms 19 to 24 
are located. We recommend an appropriation for providing in 
some way a supply of pure water for cooking purposes for the 
patients, 


We recommend that Dr. Rutu C. Buiss be permanently 
associated with Dr. Nizzs in the work of the hospital among the | 
women, Also that Dr. E. C. Macuue be associated with Dr. 
KERR in the hospital until Dr. Swan’s return. 


The work on obstetrics has been printed with illustrations. 


We recommend that the following sums be appropriated 
for the expenses of the year :—

OBITUARY, 
The Rev. H. V. Noyrgs presented the following resolutions, 
which were adopted, viz. :— 

Resolved :—That we have heard with regret of the death 
of the Rev. A. P. Happer, M.D., D.D,, LL.D., at Wooster, 
Ohio, U.S.A., October 27th, 1894. He was the senior Vice- 
President of the Society, had taken a deep and abiding interest 
in its welfare, and when in Canton was rarely absent from its 
meetings. 

“Though never connected with the hospital of the Society, 
as physician or surgeon, he had in earlier times, charge of dis- 
pensaries, which eventually became a part of the hospital work. 
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‘We bear cordial testimony to his ability as a man, his faith- 
fulness as a missionary, and his untiring energy and abundant 
labours during his long residence in China of nearly fifty years. 

“That we also note with deep sense of loss the death, 
occurring since our last meeting, of Mr, AtFrep Rows, another 
Vice-President of the Society. By his genial manner and | 
generous acts he gained the good-will of all, and his frequent 
appointment to offices of trust showed the confidence placed in 
him by the entire community.

for the visitation of the bubonic plague, which carried off tens 
of thousands of the inhabitants of this City and the surrounding 
country. Any estimate of the mortality that can be made is 
only an approximation, and where estimates vary from a few 
tens of thousands to 150,000, the only conclusion that can be 
drawn is that there was an immense loss of life from the 


epidemic. 
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The effect on the hospital was to diminish the attendance 
during the prevalence of the epidemic, because many people left 
the City and very few came in from the country ; besides the 
terrible stories told of the barbarous treatment of plague 
patients in Hongkong, created a deep.and wide-spread suspi- 
-cion and fear of all foreign treatment ; so that only those who 
knew and had confidence in the hospital would come to us. — 


The hospital was open all the time, and the number of in- 
‘patients was never below fifty, while out-patients were received 
as usual, the numbers attending being shown in the general 
table. | 


A boat was hired in«May and anchored in the river, in 
which plague patients were received and treated. Sixteen 
females were admitted, of whom six recovered, and eight males, 
seven of whom died. There were eight other female patients 
whose history could be traced, and four recovered, making 
a total of ten recoveries in twenty-four cases. Although the 
number was not great, both Dr. Niles and myself were under 
the necessity of coming in contact with these patients daily 
during the height of the epidemic. 
3 We labored under the great disadvantage of not having 
trained nurses. Indeed it was difficult to get nurses at all. <A. 
woman on whom Dr. Niles had performed Ovariotomy in the 


early party of the year, was secured to attend to female 
patients, and a man who had served as a cooly in the hospital 


attended to male patients. I am sorry to say that he was at- 
tacked by the disease and succumbed.

The practice in families by the lady physicians is now be- 
coming one of the most important departments of the work of 
the Society. The fact that native doctors make no pretence to 
know anything of Obstetrics, and, in fact, are never called in 
such cases, except to feel the pulse, leaving the helpless and 

suffering patients in the hands of equally helpless and ignorant — 
attendants, shows the urgent necessity for skilled assistance. 
This practice grows larger each year. The hospital reports show 
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six calls in 1884; thirteen in 1885. This year we report one 
hundred and sixty-two cases. 

The native doctor, Mrs. Ng, trained at the hospital, is 
thoroughly trusted and appreciated by her own people in difficult 
cases, The training of one such physician as a minister of 
mercy and an exponent of rational and scientific practice among 
the millions of her country-women is worth all the hospital has 
cost in ten years. Others of the graduates are being trained to 
do a like work. ae 

_. The table below gives the aggregate of practice in families, 
and the operations required in cases of difficult labor. Drs. 
Swan and Beattie left no record of visits to families made by 
them before leaving Canton.

In the past year there have been two cases of ovariotomy, 
both of which were successful. The first operation was upon a 
girl of seventeen. The tumor weighed 70 pounds, 3} pounds 
being solid matter. The wound healed by first intention and 
she recovered without an unfavorable symptom, being discharged 
twenty-four days after the operation. _ 

The second case was not of so favorable a character. The solid 
portion of the tumor weighed 10 pounds and the liquid portion, 
which was very viscid, weighed 36 pounds. The abdominal — 
wound was longer than in the first case, being 54 inches. The 
general health of the patient was not good. There was slight 
suppuration about the sutures, but otherwise the second patient 
did as well as the first, and was discharged cured in about the 
same time. She afterwards did hard work nursing patients with 
plague, and appeared well able to bear the strain. 

Urinary Calculus. —The number of cases of this disease has 
been less than usual, on account of the plague, and the prevail- 
ing sickness was unfavorable for operations. After the plague 
dysentery was prevalent and several cases operated on were 
attacked, and one terminated fatally. In case No. 11 the stone 
was broken up and extracted in pieces. 

The litholapaxies were one more in number this year than 
the lithotomies. The cystitis attending the presence of stone in 
the bladder was more severe and intractable than has been 
observed heretofore, and for this reason the cases were unfavor- 
able for either operation. In one case there had been for months 
_ a discharge of pus with the urine, but the stone was successfully 
removed by crushing. There was still some pas in the urine 
_ when the patient was discharged.

Insanity.— A number of insane patients have been under 
treatment during the year, some as in-patients and others as 
out-patients, while others have merely come to consult as to what 
could be done for members of the family. The number of patients 


afflicted with mental disorders has been greater than formerly, 


owing in part to the expectation that had been formed that an 
Asylum would be established for the care and treatment of this 
helpless class, on Dr. Kerr’s return from America. It was a 
matter of great regret that such expectation had to be disap- 
pointed, but we hope the time is not far distant when such an 
institution will be one of the great boons conferred on the people 
of this city and Province by Western Civilization and Christian 
Medical Science. 
Medical Class.—The Class was composed of 26 members, 17 
of whom were young men and 9 were young women. Two who 
had completed the course of study were awarded certificates, and 
eight more, four of whom are women, have passed their exam- 
inations and will receive certificates early in January. 
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The class was disbanded for three months during the time 
_ of the plague, but assembledfagain in September. 

Dr. Leung Kin Cho, who had resigned, then resumed his 
position as general instructor, hearing daily recitations in several 
branches. His ability as a teacher fits him for this work. 
Literary Work.—The work on obstetrics, translated by Dr. 
_ Wan Tiin Mo, has been printed, with forty pages of illustrations 

from electrotype copies of the illustrations of the English work. 
This gives a text book on an important department of Western 
Medical Science, now coming into prominence by the practice — 
of the lady physicians. 2 

A Vocabulary of Diseases, English and Chinese, simeened 
by Dr. Kerr and Dr. Wan, has been printed in Shanghai under 
the auspices of the Medical Missionary Association of China. 

Dr. Wan is now engaged in revising the work on Theory 
and Practice of Medicine, and bringing it up to date. 

The Evangelistic work in the hospital has been conducted — 
with regularity throughout the year. Religious instruction was 
given to out-patients on each regular prescribing day. At 
morning prayers, a portion of Scripture is explained, which with 
singing two hymns and prayer occupies half an hour. The 
singing is accompanied by the melodion, which is an attractive 
feature to most of the patients. Sabbath School and regular 
preaching services are held on Sunday. Christian books are 
placed in the wards, and reading these helps to pass away many 
along hour. Visits by the evangelists afford an opportunity for 
private instruction to such as express special interest in the new 
doctrines. The two Schools, one for boys and one for girls and 
women, have been for years an interesting feature of the evan- 
gelistic work in the hospital. 

The Hospital School has had an uninterrupted. year of 
work, Although for reasons already mentioned the number of

pupils during the Summer months was less than in former years 
yet the average daily attendance has been very good and the 
progress in study most satisfactory. Week by week lessons 
have been heard, instruction in religious truth been given and 
steady advancement been made by those who in most cases were 
receiving their first lessons in regard to the Christian Religion. 
The Sabbath afternoon prayer meetings have been exceedingly 
interesting and helpful. 

Five of the scholars have been admitted into the Church. 

‘Thanks are due Dr. Mary Niles for her superintendence of 


_ the work during the absence of Mrs. Kerr, who resumed it upon 
her return from sesapiachaaell in May. 


Report or Sz Par Lav. anp Fa Ti Dispensarigs FOR WOMEN. 


_ The work of the past year has. been so seriously interrupted 
by the occurrence of the Plague, and the foolish stories which 
led to the closure of all dispensaries for a time, that the number 
of cases have been far below that of previous years. — 

At Sz Pai Lau, Fifteenth St. and Fa Ti there were five 
thousand two hundred and twenty-one attendances. 
At Sz Pai Lau, the innovation of charging a few cash for 
each new patient, was tried ; and, notwithstanding the unusually 
. small attendance, over twenty-three thousand cash were received. 
_ Visits in the homes have done much to overcome prejudice 
and strengthen confidence in “ Western Medicine.” Jn order to 
have time to aid in instructing the students studying medicine, 
Ihave given over the care of the Dispensary at Sz Pai Lau to 
Dr. Ruth Bliss. 
I should like to take the present opportunity of thanking 
the Society for their generous support during the past. 
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The first day I opened this dispensary for women and 
children six came: the following year, it was not unusual to 
have over two hundred present. ce 

Over forty-six thousand were prescribed for, since the mid- 
dle of 1887 to the present year. About a thousand minor opera- 
tions have been performed, besides the extraction of fifteen 


hundred teeth. 


The lack of a hospital in connection with the dispensary 


has made it impossible to undertake major operations. | 


Hoping for your increasing interest in this important 


“ beacon light ” in this great heathen city.
